2 tons of sugar daily. 
50.000 eggs for one meal.

"Com is making about an average 
growth, and early fields are being 
cultivated for the last time,” the 
report stated.

How 
ever, the crop generally has a good 
color, and a thrifty appearance. 
“Barley is a 
good 
crop, 
while 
wheat and rye seem to be a little 
better than the average. 
Haying 
continues in full swing and pastures 
are mostly good. 
“Early varieties of potatoes are 
unusually promising. 
The growing 
conditions 
have 
been 
good, 
and 
there has been less trouble from 
potato beetles than we have had 
lor m any years. 
Truck crops have 
made up for lost time, and seem to 
be well up to the average in both 
yield and quality. 
The acreage of

give him another appointm ent next 
year. 
On top of this, they argued 
the constitutional am endm ent u n ­ 
doubtedly would be ratified within 
a year, thus giving him vacancies to 
fill in 1939 and 1940.

LEGAL NOTICE 


House Bill No. 2067-Session of 1937 


We, the gasoline marketers of Lawrence County, do hereby pre­ 
sent the important sections of House Bill No. 2057, which goes into 
effect July 1, 1937, relating to the marketing of petroleum prod­ 
ucts. 


FROM SECTION 2 


On and after the effective date of this act it shall be unlawful for 
any person to use or operate a liquid fuels pump or outlet within 
this ( ommonwealth unless a liquid fuels pump or outlet permit or 
permits shall have been issued to him. 


The department may suspend or after hearing revoke a liquid fuels 
pump or outlet permit whenever it finds that the holder thereof has 
failed lo comply with any of the provisions of this act or anv rules 
or regulations of the department prescribed, adopted and promul­ 
gated under this act. 


FROM SECTION 3 


Even person engaged in the business of selling liquid fuels to the 
consumer shall at all times have posted at his place of business in 
a conspicuous place at or near the pumps or containers from which 
such products are dispensed, a sign showing the price for which 
said liquid fuel is sold. 


FROM SECTION 6 


It shall l>e unlawful for any person to sell, offer to sell or cause to 
be sold an> liquid fuels less than at the price posted in accordance 
with the requirements of this act. 


FROM SECTION 7 


It shall he unlawful for any person in an attempt to evade the pro- 
\isions of this act to Rive or offer to give any liquid fuels or any 
merchandise or anything of value or any service for which payment 
is ordinarily required to any purchaser or prospective purchaser of 
any liquid fuels. 


FROM SECTION 13 


Any person, co-partnership, association or corporation violating 
ane of the provisions of-this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall he sentenced to pay a fine of not 
more than five thousand dollars ($.>,00(1.00) or in the case of indi­ 
viduals the members of co-partnerships and associations and the 
officers and managers of corporations, to undergo imprisonment 
for not more than one year or both in the discretion of the court.
